about Jeru salem for him. 
W indham , ju d g e of the district 
court of Tel Aviv, w as kidnaped 
M onday from his courtroom . Col­ 
lins was abducted S unday night 
from his hom e in Jerusalem . P o­ 
lice have accused the Jew ish u n ­ 
derground of seizing both men. 
In his telephone conversation 
w ith Tel Aviv police, W indham 
w as reported to h ave said:

Execution Relaved

G runer, 
33-year-old 
convicted

sentenced to hang for the attack 
on the police station. 
Police have 
said that m em bers of the Jew ish 
u nderground seized W indham and 
Collins in an effort to stave off 
Gruner* s execution.

The R am at C an area was cor­ 
doned off by police w ho began a 
search for W indham ’s abductors. 
W indham told a reporter that 
he w alked th ree q u arte rs of an 
hour after tw o arm ed men w ho j 
had been his guards left him say ­ 
ing that he w as free and th a t the 
police would call for him soon. 
“ I w as well fed and not m is­ 
treated in any w ay,” he said.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington.—U. S. business moguls en­ 
joy reading news stories leaking out 
of 
White House cabinet sessions, but 
don’t 
always relish having reports of their own

labor relations, and U. S. Steel Vice-Pre­ 
sident John Stephens about the high cost 
of steel. Bugas pointed out 
that 
prices 
were getting so 
high, 
many 
consumers 
simply couldn’t afford to buy. He suggest­ 
ed U. S. Steel give the entire economy a 
break by cutting, not raising, prices. 
After all, argued Ford’s right-hand man, 
any change in steel wages or prices would 
set a trend for the entire nation. It would 
certainly help the fight against inflation, 
would ease 
labor-inanagement 
negotia­ 
tions. 
U. S. Steel Vice-President Stephens re­ 
plied that, while prices and profits 
were 
high, he didn’t think they were too high. 
He said that industry's stockholders 
had 
gone through some very lean years in the 
’30*s, passing up 
dividends 
which 
they 
w ere now entitled to collect retroactively. 
Bugas protested against this, but Stephens 
was adamant. 
Professor Theodore Ynetuma, director of 
research fur th** committee 
on 
economic 
development, backed up Ford by pointing 
out that prices generally were too 
high. 
Prices have gone d e a r beyond the range of 
the average working man, Ynetama said, 
and pointed 
specifically 
to

store prices, the prices of

Professor Sumner Schlicter of Harvard
